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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Rejection under 35 USC 1 12 2nd paragraph is maintained. Examiner maintains that the term dosing unit renders the claims indefinite. 
Since the claims are directed to a compound NOT to a composition it is unclear how a compound can be 97% pure. A compound is 
inherently pure. If its 97% pure as applicants claim, then there are 3% of other materials present. A compound + the 3% of other materials 
make a composition. 

Applicants have stated on the record that the claims are directed to compound and not a composition (see remarks pages 2-3). In view of 
this the rejection of claims as a composition under 35 USC 103(a) is withdrawn. 

Rejection of claims 35-39 and 70-72 under 35 USC 1 02(b) is maintained. The compound of the instant claims is disclosed by Meese. 
Meese lists the compound on page 11, lines 13-14. Examiner believes that the arguments directed to the anticipation rejection have 
already been laid out in the final office action dated 6/15/09.
